They have successfully 
been employed in a number of 
counties, he said, for about $15 
a square foot. Stanislaus County 
built one on a lease-purchase 
basis, he said, and was able to 
meet costs without too much 
strain on county funds. 
Rich caused quite a stir in the 
audience when he said the re- 
quired staff at the welfare de- 
partment has jumped 17.75 per 
cent In just the past year, with 
the average staff growth from 
1961 being 15 per cent a year. 
For that reason, he said, the 
state "would not recommend 
purchase of the Neilsen build- 
Ing" where the department is 
presently housed on a rental 
basis.

One of our most prolific Letters-To-The-Editor writers re- 


cently set forth his program for dealing with campus trouble 
makers. He'd suspend everyone who steps out ofline for one year, 
and then when they returned he'd make sure they were not per- 
mitted any long hair, chin wiskers or oversize dark glasses. 


The idea no doubt has its appeal, but closer inspection reveals 


what admirers of Jeffersonian democracy may well consider a 
fundamental flaw. It violates the tenet that the government is 
best which governs least. Now, of course, if this approach is con- 
fined to long hair and beards and such, it doesn't loom very large 
among matters of importance. We can take our chin foliage or 
leave it. But if that approach should be used in all the country's 
problems — if we should not only prohibit actions that ignore the 
rights of others and go counter to the general welfare but should 
also start laying down strict rules on how everything must be done 
— well, it would no longer be the kind of a country most of us have 
taken for granted. 


There's really something to think about there. Are we going 


farther than we have to in traffic rules, zoning ordinances, building 
codes? This is not a suggestion that they be made more lenient in 
the things that count, in the purposes for which they are formed. 
But it is a suggestion that we don't forbid drivers to wear handle- 
bar moustaches to cut down on drunken driving, it's a suggestion 
that we don't let side issues obscure the main problem.

Rachel Carson's book called "Silent Spring" did a lot of things. 


It alerted the public to the dangers in careless or ill-considered 
use of pesticides. It irritated manufacturers of such chemicals 
to the point of heated, but not wholly successful, rebuttal. It also 
provided a great stimulus to the development of alternatives to 
chemical control of insects harmful to agriculture. 


This endeavor has produced some remarkable results in the 


past few years. Insects sterilized by radiation are turned loose 
to interrupt the reproductive cycle. Insects that are the natural 
enemies of others which attack crops are set to work doing what 
comes naturally. This practice hag grown to such an extent that 
many so-called insectaxies have sprung up. It all goes to show that 
if one method turns out to be undesirable, another can usually be 
found.

They are caused 
by the pressure of the bod> 
on the bed which then impairs 
the blood circulation 


The best prevention is to 


start movement of some kind 
ir. the bedridden by turning 
them from side to side and by 
covering the pressure points 
with foam rubber and other 
soft cushionings. Gentle mas- 
sage and lubrication can pre- 
vent these unpleasant compli- 
cations of chronic illnesses.

MR. NIXON AND THE DRAFT 


The Gallup Poll reported in 


against the abolition of the draft 
at just about the same time 
that President Nixon instructed 
his Secretary of Defense Mr. 
Laird to make plans for its 
abolition. (I like that: the jus. 
taposition, I mean.) The peo- 
ple according to Gallup, are op- 
posed to abolition on the grounds 
that compulsory military ser- 
vice is good for you (and good 
for the country?). When you toss 
in the question, 
ought young 


Americans to be required to 
put in a year's service in eith» 
er military or in non-military 
duty, the percentage of ayesay- 
ers rises sharply to eighty. 


It is interesting how readily 


the language adapts itself to this 
idea, providing the necessary 
liberatian gloss. The words of 
the Gallup Poll are: "A remark. 
ably high proportion (8 to 10) of 
persons interviewed say they 
would favor requiring all young 
men to give one year of ser. 
vice to the nation , . ." But 
you see one cannot "require" 
a "gift." Or rather if one re» 
quires, there is no gift. One 
wonders whether the same per- 
centage would have said yes if 
Dr. Gallup had asked: "Do you 
believe in a year's compulsory 
servitude 
for 
ever}' 
young 


American?" 


But issues arent very often 


settled in America on theoreti. 
cal grounds, Except now and 
then when the nine old men go 
off into trances about the mean- 
ing of the First Amendment 
(Thou Shalt Not Pray in the 
Public Schools). They are set. 
tied mostly be sociological and 
practical considerations. The 
practical consideration on the 
matter of abolishing the draft 
is: can we hire enough men 
professionally to staff our arm- 
ed forces? Which requires an 
answer tc the preliminary ques- 
tions as: how many Germans 
are available to defend Europe? 
Raising in turn such primeval 
questions as; how large an army 
can West Germany have with- 
out distressing the Sonet Union 
and, 
for that matter, France? 


The saw of 15 years ago was 
that the French wanted the Ger. 
rr.ans to have an army strong- 
er than the Sonet Union's and 
weaker than their cnvn. 


The answers to all those ques- 


tions tr.ust be presumed to be 
relevant if the staffing of an 
2-rrr.y is other than purely a 
price problenr. capable of elas» 
tc solution at the marketplace 
on a supply-demand basis, like 
Coca Cola, If we will continue 
to need 3;,2 ir. ill ion rr.en, it may 
be that we cannot purchase the 
serv.ce of 3:-2 million men— 
sorr.e people wouldn't go at any 


price. That is a problem of 
experimentation, and the adap- 
tation will have to be gradual 
since we are, obviously, play. 
ing with the national security. 


The other major considera- 


tion, largely unspoken for ob- 
vious reasons, is that a pro- 
fessional army would be heavily 
black. The reason for this is 
that it would recruit its sold, 
iers most heavily from the 
ranks of the unskilled and un- 
employed, and these are black 
beyond the ten percent repre- 
sentation in the population. This 
is a psychologically distressing 
projection because the impres- 
sion would then be a mercen- 
ary army, of black people doing 
the dirty and risky job for white 
people: of doing the hard jobs 
for the nation which the whites 
and better.off people disdain. 


Then too, it would be natural 


to suppose that the predominant 
leadership in the army would 
continue to be white, not alone 
because the white community, 
while rejecting, let us say, a 
lifetime's duty as a private of 
a corporal, would not so unani- 
mously reject a lifetime's duty 
ending as a general officer. So 
that in the officer ranks the 
ratio of white to black would 
return to the more normal ten 
to one, and would even increase 
in virtue of the preternatural 
leg-up white people have in 
terms of material advantage, 
cuRurally.induced 
ambitions 


and so on. Adding up to the 
general impression of white 
people telling black people what 
to do. That is the case in 
America anyway, in most plac- 
es, but when what has to be 
done is storm that machine, 
gun nest over there, .n the pro- 
cess of doing which you get 
killed, and it all corr.es in over 
the six o'clock news on color. 
Telstar beamed all over the 
world . . . 


I do not suggest that these 


are conclusively negative con* 
siderations, or even that armed 
service would hurt the Negro 
cause (far from it). But these 
are complexities that stand in 
the way of instant enthusiasm 
for a •voluntary military. Even 
so, the arguments are as ever 
presumptively on the side of 
doing whatever conduces to the 
liberalization of the laws. It 
is the end of government, or 
should be, to provide what ser. 
vices should be provided witb* 
out coercion. If only Mr. Nixon 
would take us from a voluntary 
military to voluntary taxation:

CLARKSVILLE —During the 
past 12 months, this writer has 
visited approximately 50 col- 
lege campuses, ranging from 
the University of Warsaw In 
Communist Poland and the Sor- 
bonne in Paris to the University 
of Montana, the University of 
Pennsylvania, the University of 
Florida, Washington State, MIT, 
Stout State College In Wiscon- 
sin and Austin Peay State Col- 
lege here In Tennessee. It has 
been a cross-section of col- 
leges, large and small, and at 
all of the American institutions 
I have addressed student as- 
semblies and conducted stu- 
dent forums. 
From this experience I believe 
I can accurately report that 
American students generally 
are alert, dedicated and far 
ahead of previous generations 
in their desire to tackle the 
problems of the world. They are 
not interested primarily in be- 
coming engineers, business- 
men or Insurance salesmen, as 
was my generation in college. 
The majority want to devote at 
least part of their lives to help- 
ing their fellow men. They are 
interested in the Peace corps, 
Vista or going into govern- 
ment. 
There was a day when the top 
graduates of the Harvard Law 
School were immediately gob- 
bled up by the top Wall Street 
law firms. That day is over. 
These 
graduates 
and others 


from the best law schools are 
now more interested In spend- 
ing some time in government or 
other 
productive community 


work. If they do sign up with 
big New York law firms, many 
specify that they must have time 
off to handle Indigent clients or 
other community work. 


MINORITY RULE 
In contrast there is a minority 
In many colleges, led by Ne- 
groes, which seems determin- 
ed todisrupt education altogeth- 
er. It has done so by reversing 
the American system of ma- 


jority rule for a system of mi- 
nority rule. 
It has done this, moreover, by 
using a technique outlawed by 
American law and tradition — 
violence. 
Minority rule by force and vio- 
lence has almost paralyzed San 
Francisco State College, killed 
one 
college president. Dr. 


Courtney Smith of Swarthmore, 
and disrupted some of the most 
liberal Institutions in America 
such as Brandels, a Jewish uni- 
versity, the University of Chi- 
cago 
under liberal president 


Edward Levi, and the University 
of Wisconsin, long proud of Its 
liberal LaFoUette tradition. All 
have tried hard for several 
years to enlist more qualified 
Negro students, yet this is one of 
the demands of the Negro mi- 
nority. 
In each of the above Institu- 
tions there has been a small mi- 
nority of students which has 
used violence to sabotage ed- 
ucation 
for 
ne majority. In 


Swarthmore 40 black students 
locked themselves into the ad- 
mission of flee and disrupted ed- 
ucation for a thousand others. 
At Brandels the ratio was about 
the same. At Chicago, 400 stu- 
dents tried to force their de- 
mands on the 9,000-student uni- 
versity of occupying the admin- 
istration building. At Columbia, 
a university where I once taught, 
about 400 students tied up an 
institution of 30,000 also by oc- 
cupying 
the 
administration 


building where they rifled the 
private papers of President 
Grayson Kirk. 
TOUGHER TACTICS 
JUSTIFIED 
My conclusions from having 
visited many campuses is that it 
is time for university authori- 
ties to realize they must pro- 
vide education for the majority, 
not submit to disruption by the 
minority. Otherwise education 
in their strike-torn colleges 
will gradually erode. The eas- 
iest way to prevent disruption 
is to get back to previous dis- 
ciplinary rules and expel vio- 
lators Immediately. 
Today, in contrast with the 
past, 
striking 
students have 


beem mollycoddled, given sec- 
ond and third chances and then 
allowed to remain in school. 
All of this puts a premium on 
violence.

College 
faculty members who want to put 
minority rule ahead of majority 
rule should also get the gate. 
There has been too muchworry 
over the rights of minority dis- 
ruptive faculty members and 
not enough concern over the 
rights of majority. 


In San Francisco State, only 


350 teachers out of a total of 
1,100 belong to Local 1352 of 
the 
American Federation of 


Teachers. And of these 350, 
only 200 wanted to strike. Yet 
this minority threw the entire 
campus Into turmoil and got the 
backing of the San Francisco 
AFL-CIO Labor Council. This 
Is something AFL-CIO Presi- 
dent George Meany would hard- 
ly sanction — If he knew the 
facts.

Psychotherapy is very ef­ 
fective in severe cases and 
often is used in combination 
with mild sedatives and tran­ 
quilizers.

With sim­ 
ple help and guidance most

Bedsores or pressure sores 
frequently occur in people, es­ 
pecially the elderly, who are 
bedridden for a long period 
of time. These ulcerations oc­ 
cur at pressure points like the 
heels, the buttocks, the elbows 
and the back. They are caused 
by the pressure of the body 
on the bed which then impair? 
the blood circulation 
The best prevention is to 
start movement of some kind 
in the bedndden by turning 
them from side to side and by 
covering the pressure points 
with foam rubber and other 
soft cushionings Gentle mas­ 
sage and lubrication can pre­

MR. NIXON AND THE DRAFT 
The Gallup Poll reported in 
against the abolition of the draft 
at just about the same time 
that President Nixon instructed 
his Secretary at Defence Mr. 
Laird to make plans for its 
abolition. (I like that: the jux­ 
taposition, I mean.) The peo­ 
ple according to Gallup, are op­ 
posed to abolition on the grounds 
that compulsory military ser­ 
vice is good for you (and good 
for the country?). When you toss 
in the question, 
ought young 
Americans to be required to 
put in a year's service In eith­ 
er military’ or in noo-military 
duty, the percentage of ayesay- 
e rs rises sharply to eighty. 
It is Interesting how readily 
the language adapts itself to this 
Idea, providing the necessary 
liberaban gloss. The words of 
the Gallup Poll are: “ A remark­ 
ably high proportion (8 to 10) of 
persons interviewed say they 
would favor requiring all young 
men to give one year of ser­ 
vice to the nation . . 
But 
you see one canoot “ require" 
a “ gift.” Or rather If one r ^ 
quires, there is no gift. One 
wonders whether the same per­ 
centage would have said yes if 
Dr. Gallup had asked: “ Do you 
believe in a year's compulsory* 
servitude 
for 
every 
young 
American?" 
But issues aren't very often 
settled in America on theoreti­ 
cal grounds, Except now and 
then when the nine old men go 
off into trances about the mean­ 
ing of the F irst Amendment 
(Thou Shalt Not Pray In the 
Public Schools). They are set­ 
tled mostlj be sociolog.cal and 
practical considerations. The 
practical consideration on the 
matter of abolishing the draft 
is: car. we hire enough men 
professionally to staff our arm­ 
ed forces? Which requires an 
answer tc the preliminary ques­ 
tions as: how many Germans 
are available to defend Europe? 
Raising in turn such primeval 
questions as: bow large an army 
can West Germany have witt* 
out distressing the Soviet Union 
and, for that rr.atter, France? 
The saw of 15 years ago was 
that the French wanted the Ger­ 
mans to have an army strong­ 
er than the Soviet Union's and 
weaker than their own. 
The answers to all those ques­ 
tions must be presumed to be 
relevant if the staffing of an 
army is other than purely a 
price problem capable of elas­ 
tic solution at the marketplace 
on a supply-demand basis, like 
Coca Cola. If we will continue 
to need 3‘j million men, it may 
be that we cannot purchase the 
service of 3lA million men — 
some people wouldn't go ai any' 


price. That is a problem of 
experimentation, and the adap­ 
tation will have to be gradual 
since we are, obviously, play­ 
ing with the national security. 
The other major considera­ 
tion, largely unspoken for ob­ 
vious reasons, Is that a pro­ 
fessional army would be heavily 
black. The reason for this is 
that it would recruit its sold­ 
ier í 
most heavily from the 
ranks of the unskilled and in* 
employed, and these are black 
beyond the ten percent repr > 
sentation in the population. This 
is a psy chologically distressing 
projection because the im pres­ 
sion would then be a mercen­ 
ary army, of black people doing 
the dirty and risky job for white 
people: of doing the hard jobs 
for the nation which the whites 
and better-off people disdain. 
Then too, it would be natural 
to suppose that the predominant 
leadership in the army would 
continue to be white, not alone 
because the white community, 
while rejecting, let us say, a 
lifetim e's duty as a private of 
a corporal, would not so unani­ 
mously reject a lifetim e's duty- 
ending as a general officer. So 
that in the officer ranks the 
ratio of white to black would 
return to the more normal ten 
to one, and would even increase 
in virtue of the preternatural 
legwup white people have in 
term s of material advantage, 
culturally-induced 
ambitions 
and so on. Adding up to the 
general impression of white 
people telling black people what 
to do. That is the case in 
America anyway, in most plac­ 
es, but when what has to be 
done is storm that machine- 
gun nest over there, in the pro­ 
cess of doing which you get 
killed, and it all comes in over 
the six o'clock new s on color. 
Telstar beamed all over the 
world . . . 
I do not suggest that these 
are conclusively negative cor* 
si derations, or even that arm ed 
service would hurt the Negro 
cause (far from it). But these 
are complexities that stand in 
the way of instant enthusiasm 
for a voluntary military. Even 
so, the arguments are as ever 
presumptively on the side of 
doing whatever cooduces to the 
liberalization of the laws. It 
is the end of government, or 
should be, to provide what ser­ 
vices should be provided witl* 
out coercion. H only Mr. Nixon 
would take us from a voluntary 
military to voluntary taxation!

TOUGHER TACTICS 
JUSTIFIED 
My conclusions from having 
visited many campuses is that It 
is time for university authori­ 
ties to realize they must pro­ 
vide education for the majority, 
not submit to disruption by the 
minority. Otherwise education 
In 
their strike-tom colleges 
will gradually erode. The eas­ 
iest way to prevent disruption 
Is to get back to previous d is­ 
ciplinary rules and expel vio­ 
lators Immediately. 
Today, In contrast with the 
past, 
striking 
students have 
beem mollycoddled, given sec­ 
ond and third chances and then 
allowed to remain in school. 
All of this puts a premium on 
violence.

College 
faculty members who want to put 
minority rule ahead of majority 
rule should also get the gate. 
There has been too much worry 
over the rights of minority dis­ 
ruptive faculty members and 
not enough concern over the 
rights of majority. 
In San Francisco State, only 
350 teachers out of a total of 
1,100 belong to Local 1352 of 
the 
American 
Federation of 
Teachers. And of these 350, 
only 200 wanted to strike. Yet 
this minority threw the entire 
campus into turmoil and got the 
backing of the San Francisco 
AFL-CK) Labor Council.

cockeyed sense of values?" 


Australia, the sprawling, ro- 


bust continent at the bottom of 
the world, has many of the 


traits of the men who inhabit 
her. She is sun-baked and tough, 
adventuresome with a deep* 
seated lust for living, a trifle 
lazy and mixed up about what 
she wants, where she wants to 
go and how to get there. 


"Australia is on a launching 


pad just ready to blast off," 
says Fred Kovaleski, a young 
American businessman from 
Hamtramck, Mich., who has 
lived in the country since 1962.

Yet her strongest ties are 
with America. In the way she 
lives, thinks and plays, she is 
almost pure Yankee.

hang in hotel foyers and other 
public places. At formal ban* 
quets, it is still a breach of eti- 
quette to light a cigarette before 
the toast to the queen. 


Yet many Australians deride 


the British, whom they refer to 
as "Pommies," and they don't 
hide their deep admiration for 
the Yanks, whom they emulate. 
An American accent is an "open 
sesame" throughout this broad, 
underpopulated land.

tempted to explain the phe- 
nomenon.

Therefore the presence of an

If any of the foregoing 
notices are returned undeliver - 
ed by the United States Post 
Office, the hearing shall be 
continued 
to a date not less 
than ten days from the date of 
such return. 
Notice of hearing shall also be 
given to the California High­ 
way Patrol identifying the ve­ 
hicle or part thereof proposed 
for removal, such notice to be 
mailed at least ten days prior 
to the public hearing. 


Section 13.60. Conduct of public 
hearing. 
All hearings under this Ordin­ 
ance shall be held before the 
city council which shall hear all 
facts 
and testimony it deems 
pertinent. Said facts and testi­ 
mony may Include testimony 
on the condition of the vehicle 
or part thereof and the circum­ 
stances concerning its location 
on the said private property 
or public property. The city 
council shall not be limited 
by the technical rules of evi­ 
dence. The owner of the land on 
which the vehicle is located 
may appear In person at the 
hearing or present a written 
statement in time for consid­ 
eration at the hearing, and deny 
responsibility for the presence 
of the vehicle on the land, with 
his reasons for such denial. 
The city council may Impose 
such conditions and take such 
other action as it deems appro­ 
priate under the circumstances 
to carry out the purpose of this 


Ordinance. It may delay the time 
for removal of the vehicle or 
part thereof if, in its opinion, 
the circumstances justify it. At 
the conclusion 
of the public 
hearing, the city council may 
find that a vehicle or part there­ 
of has been abandoned, wreck­ 
ed, dismantled, or is inopera­ 
tive on private or public prop­ 
erty and order the same remov­ 
ed from the property as a public 
nuisance and disposed of as 
hereinafter provided and deter­ 
mine the administrative co6ts 
and the cost of removal to be 
charged against the owner of the 
parcel of land on which the ve­ 
hicle or part thereof is located. 
The order requiring removal 
shall include a description of 
the vehicle or part thereof and 
the correct identification num­ 
ber of the vehicle, If available 
at the site. 
If it Is determined at the hear­ 
ing that the vehicle was placed 
on the land without the consent 
of the land owner and that he has 
not subsequently acquiesced in 
its presence, the city council 
shall not assess costs of admin­ 
istration or removal of the 
vehicle against the property up­ 
on which the vehicle is located 
or otherwise attempt to collect 
such costs from such land own­ 
er. 
If an Interested party makes a 
written presentation to the city 
council, but does not appear, he 
shall be notified in writing of the 
decision. 
Section 13.61. Removal of ve­ 
hicles 
Five days after adoption of the 
order declaring the vehicle or 
parts thereof to be a public 
nuisance or five days from 
the date of mailing of notice of 
the decision if such notice is 
required by Section 13.60, the 
vehicles or parts thereof may 
be disposed of by removal to a 
scrapyard or automobile dis- 
mantler’s yard. After a vehicle 
has been removed it shall not 
thereafter be reconstructed or 
made operable. 
Section 13.62. Notice of removal 
Within five days after the date 
of removal of the vehicle or part 
thereof, notice shall be given to 
the Department of Motor Ve­ 
hicles identifying the vehicle or 
part thereof removed. At the 
same time there shall be trans­ 
mitted to the Department of Mo­ 
tor Vehicles any evidence of 
registration certificates, cer­ 
tificates of title and license 
plates. 
Section 13.63. Costs of remov­ 
al 
If the administrative costs and 
the cost of removal which are 
charged against the owner of a 
parcel 
of land pursuant to 
Section 13.60 are not paid within 
30 days of the date of the order, 
or the final disposition of an ap­ 
peal therefrom, such costs shall 
be assessed against the parcel 
of land 
pursuant to Section 
38773.5 of the Government Code 
and shall be transmitted to the 
tax collector for collection. Said 
assessment shall have the same 
priority as other city taxes. 
Section 3.
